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TRANSLATOR'S PREFACE. 



A BRIEF SKETCH of the difficulties attending such a work as the 
present will perhaps be the best apology for its shortcomings. 
It is probably needless to dwell on such as are common to all 
translators : the prefaces of the late Professor Conington and 
others have practically exhausted that question. Upon such as arise 
from the special characteristics of my author, a few words hereafter 
may not be out of place. But there are others for which I am 
myself responsible ; those, namely, which spring from the ideal of 
translation at which I have felt bound to aim — an ideal involving 
severer restrictions than most translators have cared to accept, 
and consequent labour, which might, under shelter of good prece- 
dents, have been evaded. That the present translation does not 
fully realize this ideal, is only too certain; but at least I have 
never consciously abandoned it; and believing it to be, in spite 
of all difficulties, true and good in itself, I venture to claim at 
least the credit of an attempt in the right direction, 

A perfect translation should, if I mistake not, set before its 
readers, not merely all the original author's substance, but very 
much also of his form. The diction and metrical shape of a 
first-rate Greek or Latin poem are scarcely less essential to the 
eflfect which it produces as a whole, than the thoughts to which 
these surroundings have been given. The perfectly natural and 
harmonious adaptation of form to matter is one of the most striking 
and special characteristics of the best classical literature. We 
*ee it in prose and verse alike. The cipo/mcwj X/f ty of Herodotus, 
the Dialogue form of Plato, the * Antithesis ' of early Attic oratory^ 
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developing into the Demosthenic * Period/ are instances which will 
at once occur to the student of Greek prose literature. And so 
the poetic form common to, e,g.^ Homer, Pindar, and Sophocles, 
together with their several peculiarities of rhythm and diction, 
are no mere accidental veil, which a translator may strip away 
without detriment to the thoughts contained in them. Rather 
they are the external shape in which those thoughts natu- 
rally and spontaneously embody themselves, as appropriate to 
them as a particular foliage to a particular tree. Homer in 
prose, or Pindar in blank verse, bears to its original much such 
a relation as a ship's mast to a fir-tree, or a trim-clipped hedge 
to a wild hawthorn : — the change in form amounts to a change 
of essence. The old style of translation, which gave a common 
character of metre and diction to the visions of Hebrew prophets, 
the songs of prehistoric Grecian bards, and the lucubrations of 
learned Alexandrians or Roman courtier-poets of the Empire, 
produced some great poems, and augmented the treasures of 
English literature; but an intelligent student might read Pope's 
^* Iliad" from end to end without gaining the least insight into 
the real character of the Homeric writings. The translator who 
wishes to convey to his readers a true conception of his original, 
must first solve a problem which is often one of no little difficulty. 
He must discover or invent for his work such a form as may 
accord with the canons of English poetry, and so be intelligible 
to the English reader, yet may at the same time retain all that 
it is possible to retain of the peculiarities of style and metre 
which distinguished the original. 

Thanks to the labours of comparatively recent writers, some 
simple metres of Greek and Latin poets are now more or less 
naturalized in English. The next generation will probably find 
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nothing bizarre or pedantic in an English hexameter version of 
Homer, or a reproduction of Horace's Odes in their original 
rhythms. Thus future translators of these authors may find the 
question of metre solved for them. But the complicated structure 
of Pindaric verse, in which all kinds of feet are freely blended 
in a single line, and in which the strophe rather than the line 
is the real unit of measurement, perplexes, even in the original 
language, readers whose ear has been tuned by the simple metres 
of modem poetry. And considering the uncertainty of English 
quantity and accent, I am persuaded that a reproduction syllable 
by syllable of Pindar's rhythms would be to most readers simply 
unintelligible. Long successions of equivalent syllables, such as 
spondaic and proceleusmatic rhythms require, are practically 
impossible in English : the whole character of our accentuation 
requires the emphasizing of some syllables and the slurring of 
others, with less regard to their natural length or shortness 
than to a sort of "chiaroscuro" with which no English ear 
can dispense. No doubt the Poet Laureate, in his striking ** Ex- 
periment," Boadicea^ has succeeded in combining at the end of 
each line very remarkable sequences of quantitatively short sylla- 
bles. But our habit of accentuation seriously interferes with 
their actual effect as read. Nine out of every ten Englishmen 
would certainly pronounce, 

*• fierce volubility," 
or, 

"Druid and Druidess," 

as pairs of dactyls. And where Mr. Tennyson's success is but 
partial, an -ordinary writer may fairly shrink from repeating the 
attempt. O^ {>^*v fiiwjo)' Knvh^ etrjv ! 

Deterred by these considerations from a literal reproduction 
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of Pindaric metres, yet unable to acquiesce in a form which 
should wholly ignore them, I have endeavoured to shape for 
myself ^ middle course, not ideally satisfactory, yet the best 
which I can devise. I have taken as a basis existing English 
metres, but have endeavoured to treat them with such freedom 
of combination, and occasional substitution of, e.g,^ anapaests for 
iambics, and dactyls for trochees, as to produce some faint re- 
flection of Pindar's ever-shifting rhythm. I have followed my 
original, — with no more licence than he allows himself, — in the 
exact syllabic agreement of corresponding stanzas. In the con- 
struction of each strophe I have taken pains that the proportion 
of length between one line and another should, as far as possible, 
answer to that observed in the original, any marked contrast be- 
tween one line and another in this respect being always repro- 
duced in the translation, and the original number of lines in a 
stanza being invariably retained. In short, I have done my best, 
with what success my readers must judge, to grasp the general 
rhythmical idea of each ode, and to utilize the materials supplied 
by ordinary English metre in such a spirit as that in which 
Pindar dealt with the ordinary rhythms of his own day, mingling 
them in new combinations, and bringing out by contrasts and 
modifications fresh effects from old metrical forms. 

The diction of Pindar is exceedingly characteristic, and quite 
essential to the general effect of his poetry. I have striven to 
give some idea of it by seizing its most salient points, actually 
to reproduce it is probably impossible. His audacity of expres- 
sion verges on the grotesque ; and I fear that a close following of 
him has sometimes carried me over the precipice on whose edge 
he treads. Yet it has seemed better to run this risk than to 
lose so essential a point in his style. Again, his thought is so 
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rapid, that its transitions bewilder the reader. Metaphor treads 
on the heels of metaphor. A subject is started, suddenly 
dropped, and as suddenly resumed. The most unexpected 
turns are given to the most simple matters. He passes from fact 
to allegory, and from allegory to fact, within the compass of a 
single sentence, and without the slightest warning. Thus, in the 
sixth Olympian, Phintias, the successful charioteer, is invoked to 
harness his mules, — the mules that conquered at Olympia, — to the 
imaginary car of Pindar's poetry; and thus, drawn by this com- 
pound of fact and fancy, — the real mules and the ideal car,— the 
poet and the driver are to ride together through the gates of 
song to Pitane, — ^birthplace of the victorious family, — who (!) (for 
the place is here suddenly personified, or rather identified with 
its eponymous Nymph) was bride of Poseidon, and mother ot 
Evadne. Whereupon the story passes to the adventures of this 
Evadne, and Phintias and his mules drop once more out of 
sight In all this I have felt bound to follow my original 
step by step ; for, after all, the resulting obscuiity is Pindar's own, 
and it seems to me no part of a translator's duty to make his 
work more easily intelligible than that of his original. Between 
Pindar and his English readers, there hang, so to speak, many 
veils : a foreign language, an unwonted diction, a different way 
of looking at things, a constant and familiar allusion to forgotten 
ideas and legends, all tend to obscure his poetry. Of these 
veils, as I have called them, a translator has, I think, to remove 
the first alone ; the removal of the others is the province of the 
commentator, the critic, and the literary historian. 

These qualities of daring and versatility are attended in Pindar 
by a kind of sententiousness which is exceedingly unlike any- 
thing in ordinary modern writers, and which is consequently hard 
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to reproduce with good effect. He pauses, for example, in a 
narrative, or an apostrophe, to utter little general maxims and 
aphorisms, whose very simplicity makes them seem the more 
oracular. The story of Ixion is interrupted by the obvious re- 
mark that a man should observe the limits of his proper sphere ; 
of Tantalus and Pelops — that gods should not be accused of glut- 
tony, and that slander is an unprofitable trade ; of Clytemnestra 
and Agamemnon— that unfaithfulness in a young bride is a public 
scandal. Quaint as this habit seems to a modern reader, Pindar's 
little apophthegms have an air of earnestness and simplicity that 
at once disarms criticism. They seem to spring from him in- 
voluntarily, to be the expression of thoughts which are forced 
on him by the reflex effect of his own words, and of which he 
must disburden his mind before he can go further. But to an 
English reader they must always seem odd and unnatural, and 
as such are cruel stumbling-blocks to the translator, who is com- 
pelled to choose between shirking them or boldly reproducing them 
at the risk of seeming ridiculous. My view of a translator's duty 
leaves me no such alternative : to omit or disguise them would 
be a mutilation of my original. Malo errare cum Pindaro ! 

Another prominent feature in Pindar's style, is a certain archaic 
elevation of tone, which enables him to give dignity to the most 
trivial thought or circumstance. It requires the nicest caution to 
preserve this characteristic in a translation without degenerating 
into bombast and bathos. The style must be kept at a high 
pitch, yet must avoid the "'Ercles vein," the vocabulary must 
be antique yet not pedantic, the phrases dignified yet not pomp- 
ous. The necessity of all this has been constantly and clearly 
before my eyes; but unfortunately, to see is one thing, to carry 
out in practice is another. At least, however, where I have 
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faUed, my failure has not been due to want of thought or want 
of pains. I have re-written again and again many awkward 
passages, till I have either hesitatingly satisfied myself, or re- 
luctantly acquiesced in the necessity of failure. 

Before concluding, I ought perhaps to offer a few words in 
explanation of a comparatively trifling matter. A certain class 
of scholars will probably take exception to my spelling of Greek 
proper names. I have Avritten " Hiero" and not " Hieron," " Cas- 
sandra " and not " Kassandra," and so forth. On the other 
hand, I have not latinized ** Deinomenes " into " Dinomenes," 
or " Poseidon " into ** Posidon.'* No doubt this may be called 
inconsistency ; yet I think it is defensible. Ceteris paribus^ the 
more accurate transliteration is no doubt preferable to the less \ 
but unfortunately it often results in combinations of letters 
which are so unfamiliar to English eyes as to be positively re- 
pulsive. I cannot bring myself to write " Klutaimnestra,*' or 
"Kupris," or "Aias;" each involves the juxtaposition of letters 
which in English words are, I believe, never found together. 
In such cases the Latin form of the names offers a welcome 
escape from a difficulty. Again, the more precise method is not 
free from dangers of its own. A most eminent scholar and 
poet has been led by it into the amazing solecism of writing 
** Peirai(?x " as an improvement on the ordinary " Piraewj " (in 
Greek, Ilftpatcvf). ^^ Incidit in Scyllam, qui vult vitare C/iaryb- 
dim*^ and in this case Charybdis is certainly the lesser evil. But 
further it may be reasonably doubted whether the extreme im- 
portance which is now attached in some quarters to this question 
of transliteration, does not point to a growing spirit of that worst 
of all pedantries, pedantry in trifles. If so, a protest against it 
may sometimes be almost a duty. This plea might perhaps be 
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used to defend the occasional use in this translation of the name 
" Jove " as a substitute for ** Zeus ;" but I fear I must, in this case, 
be truthful enough to own, that no more exalted consideration 
than the want of a convenient rhyme has induced me to admit it.* 

The text followed in this translation is that of Dissen, as edited 
in 1843 by Schneidewin. Usually also his interpretation has been 
followed, though in some doubtful places I have exercised 
the right of private judgment. Other editions have of course 
been also consulted, but I have rarely found them to shake my 
confidence in Dissen. Of such previous translations as have 
come in my way, I have found A. Moore's metrical version in- 
comparably the best, both in scholarship and in literary power. 
Mr. Myers* recent prose version was imfortunately not published 
till my own translation was nearly completed, and I have there- 
fore been unable to avail myself of its assistance. Finally, I wish 
to acknowledge with the sincerest gratitude the help afforded me 
by my friend and colleague Mr. R. Whitelaw, a former Fellow 
of Trinity College, Cambridge, who has assisted me in a final 
revision of the entire work, and enabled me to remove many 
defects of taste and inaccuracies of rendering, which would 
otherwise have escaped my notice. 



• Once or twice, also, I have used such shortened forms as **Thrasybule" 
for ** Thrasybulus;" rather unwillingly, though there is good precedent for the 
practice.

Lo, to you am I come, from beauteous Thebes to bear 

Triumph-songs, that tell how the earth-shaking car hath sped. 

For borne thereon hath Hiero gained 
Resplendent wreaths, Ortygia's brows to shade, 
The river-home of Artemis, whose aid 

Taught his pliant hands to tame the coursers deftly reined. 

ANTISTROPHE. 

She, the archers' queen, and Hermes that rules the race, 

Deck with either hand his trappings ; what time he yokes 10 
Gallant steeds to the polished car with its guiding trace, 

And the mighty God of the Trident with prayer invokes. 

For other kings have bards of old. 
Guerdoning worth, bade tuneful music swell ! 
Oft thus of Cinyras the Cyprians tell. 

Aphrodite's priest, beloved of Phoebus tressed with gold. 
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EPODE. 

These, led of gratitude aright, With service meet good deeds requite : 

And so, Deinomenes' son, of thee

"He met us, as the anchor's fang we cast,

"iDrawn from the deep at my injunction wise. 

"There roaming lone the God appeared, in guise

* Whom Tityus' daughter bare of yore beside Cephisus' spring : —

" For then his offspring in the fourth degree 
" That spacious continent had gained, With aid of Danaan hosts,

Heralds he sent to noise the tale around 170 

Of purposed voyage, and swiftly came Three Zeus-sprung chiefs of 
warrior fame, 
Alcmena's seed and Leda's. Came Poseidon's children, crowned
